Progress of Agricuiture in 
» Ontario. 


The great advances that are being 
made in Agricultnre in Ontario are well 
set forth in the latest bulletin issued by 
the Department of Agriculture at To- 
_ronto, and the details of the work of the 
past year are exceptionally interesting, 
One of the recent departures is shown in 
the appearance of tobacco in the list of 
farm products, There were 7,871 acres 
planted with tobocco dhring the past 
year, and the output reached 10,560,590 
pounds, of which Essex County produc- 
_ed 7,095,970 and Kent County 3,018,120 
pounds. The area devoted to pasturage 

was 2,708,048 acres, and to orchard and 
garden 835,420 acres. 
6,221,824 bearing apple trees and 8,453,- 
820 young apple trees planted in or- 
chards. ‘Tho fall wheat area was 1,084,- 
128 acres, the first time that the million 
mark has been reached, and the product 
is recorded at 25,158,718 bushels, or 24 to 
the acre. The record in spring wheat 
‘was 879,205 acres, yielding 6,678,7 
bushels, a little over 174 tothe acre, Al- 
_though thisis less than the average yield 
for the past sixteen years, itis the great- 
est since the phenomenal records of 1891 
and 1892. Barley has been fully up to 
the average of recent years with 138,- 
784 acres under crop, yielding 28.9 bush- 
els to the acre,a total of 12,663,668 bush- 
els. The average for oats has been 86.6 
bushels to the acre, the 2 
cultivated yielding 8¢ 298 bushels. 
The rye crop shows a decrease in area 
and in the average and total yield com- 
pared with the figures forthe past year, 
but the totals are ater than the aver- 
age of the past teen years. There 
were 165,089 acres under crop, yielding 


876,360 acres 


2,678,284 bushels, or 16 tothe acre, Peas

While they do not attack men they are 
especially destructive of cattle, sheep and 
oxen, and for this reason parties are 
formed by hunters and natives to burn the 
bush and forest in ordor to exterminate 
the pests, 

Some of tho soldiers at Pietermaritzburg 
were recently informed bya party of 
neighboring Zulus of the whereabouts of a 
huge python that had been destroying 
their oxen. The soldiers, with 200 na- 
tives, started off to capture the snake, and 
having located it, the forest was fired fur 
about a mile roundabout, an enormous pit 
having been previously dug in towards 
the centre of the inclosed space. What 
with the burning brush and the shouts of 
the excited Kaflirs they soon drove the 
reptile towards the pit, where, closing in 
upon him, they forced him into it. The 
python proved to be one of enormous vize, 
being thirty-two feet long and forty-one 
inchesin circumference. Itappeared to be 
quite stupid or dazed, having just eaten a 
young ox that had been let into the inclos- 
ure. 

An enormous cago with iron bars half 
way down the front having been con- 
structed the snake was got out of the pit 
and taken into Maritzburg in the cage, 
Here it is kept on exhibition at the bar- 
racks, and is fed twice a week, two Kaffir 
goats ateach meal. It will not eat any- 
thing that has been already killed for it, 
preferring to kill its fooditself. The goats 
are thrust through asmall door at the end 
of tho cuge alive, when, fixing its great 
eyes upon them, the snake suddenly lun- 
ges forward and crushes them in its power- 
ful folds. After covering them with a 
thick slime about an inch thick, before 
swallowing, it flattens them out by squeez- 
ing them, and then devours them almost 
atagulp. After this the python goes to 
sleep and does not wake until it is time to 
feed again. 

A gentleman in Maritzburg owns a py- 
thon that has been confined in a cage for 
over thirteen months, During this period 
the snake has not eaten a mouthful of food 
ofany kind, although every conceivable 
delicacy of likely snuke diet,such as frogs, 
birds, rats and meat, has been set to tempt 
its appetite. Its fast seems nob to be 
broken and the ower has at last abandoned 
the idea of coaximg the coily prisoner with 
food. It drinks a very small quantity of 
water, In a dormant state this fasting 
would be better understood, for in this 
state reptiles of this description have been 
known to exist for periods of eighteen 
months, or eyen threo y

of King William's college, Isle of Man, on 
Wednesday.

LOONS. TAKEN ALIVE. 


fho Curious Trick Resorted to by Somo 
Hunters In Nowfoundland. 
In tho year 1882, being ongaged In rall 
Way construction in Newfoundland by an 
Amorican syndicate, Iwas camped abt a 
, | little place called Lance Cove, on the shoro 
of Conception bay. One beautiful sum- 
mer evening as I roturnod to camp to din- 
nor I noticed two loons on a small lake 
closo by, and aftor satisfying o rather ox- 
tensivo appotite I took a 12 boro shotgun 
and a fow wired S. 5. G. cartridges and 
proceeded to tha lakeside, A glance showed 
mo that there was not sufficient cover to 
Warrant hopo of no successful shot. After 
trying two without result and on rising to 
0 back to camp I was met by five or six 
mon from a grading gang, also campo 
thoro, who asked mo if I desired to get tho 
loons. I repliod that if the coyor was good 
I could got probably one, but, as it was, I 
had no hopo of doing 80. Ono of thom— 
and I subsequontly loarned that thoy be- 
longed to Smith's Sound, Trinity bay—re- 
plied that if I wishod they woud get tho 
loons for mio. Haying heard of tho ro- 
markable skill of these Nowfoundland 
fishermen in shooting sea birds, soals, cto., 
with their onormous muzzle loading guns, 
my curiosity was aroused as to o moth- 
od they proposed to employ, thinking, of 
course, they moant to shoot the birds, I 
atonco assented to the proposal nd tho 
men immediately proceeded to push into 
the water two simall boats that were at tho 
sido of the lako. 

I was astonishod at the noisy manner in 
Which this waadono and moro s0 at tho 
Subsequent proceedings. After the boats 
were afloat each man picked up an armful 
or two of small stones and placed them in 
the bow of the boat. They then got in and 
shoved off. One boat pulled direct for tho 
birds and the other in anothor direction. 
Of course on the approach of tho boat the 
birds dived, and aftor a little tino camo 
Up not far from the second boat, from 
which one of the men at once threwa 
stone, sending tho birds down instantly. 
Both boats again pulled away in differont 
directions, and in a little time the loons 
again camo up not far from one of the 
boats and were again instantly driven 
down by the use of’ tho stones. This was 
repeated again and again. Aftor a little 
timo the birds began to take yory short 
dives and finally, strango as it may ap- 
pear, thoso mon drownod, as they termed 
it, the birds by not giving them broathing 
time. The birds were unable to divo and 
one after the other lay over on its sido on 
the surface and both were lifted into the 
boat alive.

A SCULPTOR CHOSEN. 


Sho had often noticed him before, Ho 
always sat in the samo spot, with bowed 
head and a crayon in his hand, Bosido 
him woro tho pictures ho had drawn, no 
moro daubs, crudo in color and skotchy in 
treatmont, but real artistic gems.

An important expe:iment will shor'-

Compressed air is about to be intro- 
- duced as a motive power for locomotives 
by the New York Central Railroad. 
The New York Central is building a 
power plant at High Bridge,and a spec- 
ially constructed locémotive is already 
awaiting the power to run between 
155th Street and Yonkers on the Put- 
nam branch, ~ 

Compressed air,also, is soon to be add- 
edto the motive powers of street rail- 
road carsin New York City. ‘The adop- 
tion of the new propelling force is to be- 
gin soon after the first of the y 
the Twenty-Bight and Twenty-Ninth 
street lines, operated by the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway Company. 

Twenty compressed air cars are now 
nearing completion for these lines, and 
they will be similar to the big cars on 
the Madison and Highth Avenue elec- 
tric lines. The 1,000 horse-power com- 
pressor which will store the cars is short- 
ly to be installed in the power house, 
near the Pennsylvania Railroad, Twen- 
ty-Third street ferry-house. The com- 
pressor stands sixty feet high, and will 
have power enough to propel fifty cars. 

Experiments have been made for sev- 
eral years with a new application of com- 
pressed air, bringing results in practical 
fields, the promoters contend, as certain 
as electricity,and much safer,more econ- 
omical and more easily controlled than 
the mysterious fluid, steam or cable, 

Its advantages over the steam loco- 
motive are said to be economy, cleanli- 
ness, retention of power, and the even 
and regular manner in which this pow- 
er is freed.

Lewis says he started with a party of 
hunters and miners from Red Deer on 
April 20th, and traversed 2,200 miles, 
returning to Fort Edmonton on Sep- 
tember 29th, When they struck Peace 
river they met men hauling canoes up 
the river, wading up to their necks in 
the cold water. They were all headed 
for the Klondike, though they did not 
even have a map of the country to guide 
them. Crossing the river, they struck 
the old Fort St, John trail, which for- 
merly belonged to the Hudson Bay 
Company, and found a camp where a 
Klondike party had wintered the pre- 
vious season. Outfits were scattered all 
about. The trail was lined with dead 
horses, hey struck a blazed trail at 
Hay Forks on the Nelson river. From 
that place to Great Slave lake they 
found many traces of Klondikers. Of 
this part of his trip Lewis says ;— 

‘We van across a village of about 
500men.

outfits, until we came near Great Slave 
lake; where we found another party of 
men, and from there to Lesser Slave 
lake, we met several large parties of 
campers. In all, we must have seen 2,- 
800 men, many despondent, sick, injur- 
ed, or crippled ; some with broken limbs 
lingering between life and death. We 
found millions of acres, between two 
lakes, with grass so high that we could

Trials made in Chicago have proved 
that time locks on bank safes are easily 
opened, and really no protection against 
burglars. : 

The by-laws granting bonuses to Gil- 
mour & Co,, and to the Trenton Lum- 
ber cutting and Manufacturing Co.were 
carried by large majorities in Trenton. 


The smallest man who ever lived was 
probably the dwarf Bebe,born in France 
in 1740, He was just 20 inches tall and 
eight pounds in weight when full grown. 


Thirteen persons were killed and 25 
injured in a railway collision on the Le- 
high Valley railroad on Tuesday last. 
It is thought that many of the injured 
will die. 


Another postal change has been made, 
and the rate for post office money orders 
to and from the United States will here- 
after be the same as the domestic rate 
in each country. 


Indications are that bicycles will be 


cheap this year. Manufacturers of two 
of the best kinds have begun a war 
which has cut the price of high grade 
wheels down to $50; while the chainless 
wheel, that last year sold at $140, will 
in the spring be offered at $85. This 
probably means that other manufactur- 
ers will be forced to reduce prices. 


The British Columbia Government 
will, it is said, exclude liquor from the 
Atlin district, with the idea that it is 
better to do that than build jails. If 
good for one district, why not for the 
Province, and for the whole Dominion ? 
The argument of prohibitionists has al- 
ways been that it is better to do with- 
out liquor than to build jails and peni- 
tentiaries. 

Mr, J. IX, Stewart, provincial license 
inspector, gives some interesting infor- 
mation about the liquor consumption in 
Ontario. Mr, Stewart says that the 
temperance feeling in Ontario was ney- 
er more strong than at present, and be- 
lieves that Ontario has the most sober 
population in the world. As an indica- 
tion of the diminution of drunkenness, 
Mr. Stewart says that ten years ago the 
convictions for drunkenness numbered 
7,059, This year 2,465 conyictions were 
made, ‘Ten years ago 4,700 people were 
committed for drunkenness. ‘This year 
1,707 were committed. The statistics 
apply only to Ontario, 


The exports of Canadian far i products 
to English markets are still giving great 
concern to producers in the United 
States, and the reports of American con- 
suls in England lend no encouragement 
to shippers from the States. Pork pro- 
ducts from Canada are still favored 
over the Americans by English consum- 
ind it appears that this will be the 
© for some time to come, if nob per- 
manently. Canadian cheese is still par 
excellence in the opinion of British con- 
sumers, despite the efforts of the Agri- 
cultural Department in Washington to 
cultivate markets abroad for the United 
States product, ‘The Dominion is also 
reported to be competing actively with 
the United States in the refrigeratod 
meat trade, a somewhat unwelcome fact 
as it appears to the great shippers in 
Chicago,

The farmer 
could not afford only to keep the best 
stock, and instanced a factory report 
where a number of cows had brought in 
returns from the factory during the sea- 
son only $19, others $22, $25, $28, and 
soon up to $45 per cow. The former 
lost money, as the cost of keeping a cow 
for a year was about $80, while the lat- 
ter made a good profit. Cows should be 
kept in a warm stable during the win- 
ter. If possible give them summer tem- 
perature the year round, and then you 
get the best results. Canada now has 
the lead in the British markets for her 
dairy products.

QUEER NOTION OF BEAUTY. 


It is curious to note the queer ideas 
of beauty which characterize different 
nations. In Fiji the native women 
paint their faces with red and white. 
stripes as an ornament. The women 
of Greenland cover their faces with 
blue and yellow, while Arabian beau- 
tie stain their lips blue and their fin- 
gers and toes red. 

The pearly teeth of the poet and nov- 
elist would not be yalued by some of 
the Eastern and Polynesian nations. In 
Macassar the women paint their teeth 
red and yellow, in such a way that a 
red tooth follows a yellow one, and al- 
ternately. The teeth of the Tonquin- 
ese are as black as art can make them. 
The dyeing occupies three or four days, 
and is done to both boys and girls 
when they are about twelve years of 
age, 

During the whole operation, they 
never taken any nourishment, for fear 
of being poisoned by the pigment if 
they swallowed what required masti- 
cation. Every person, high and low, 
rich’ and poor, is obliged to undergo 
this somewhat objectionable operation, 
as it is alleged that it would be a 
disgrace to human nature to have teeth 
white like those of dogs or elephants. 
In Japan fashion compels married 
women to blacken their teeth, not, how- 
ever, aS an ornament, but to make 
them more ugly and save them from 
temptation. ' 

The Sunda Islanders sometimes black-+ 
en all the teeth but two with burned 
vocoantt, covering the two excepted 
teeth with thin plates of gold or sil- 
ver. The same tribe is in the habit of | 
employing their old women to dress | 
up the teeth of the youths and maid- 
ens at wooing time. The canine teeth 
are filed to a fine, smooth edge, and 
the body of the tooth, made concave, or 
they will notch the edge of the teeth) 
like a fine saw as an additional means 
of beautifying. . 
This mutilation of the teeth is ob- 
served by many of the savage or un- 
civilized races in various parts of the 
world. In the Malay Archipelago the 
natives file their teeth into points like 
those of s saw or pierce them with holes 
into which they insert studs. The Ma- 
cassar people sometimes pull out two 
front teeth, in order to supply theiz 
place with teeth of pure gold or sil- 
ver, Some African trines knock out 
their front teeth, on the ground that 
they do not wish to look like beasts. 
On the Upper Nile four front teeth are

In some parts of the world, the shape 
of the head is of great importance. 
Many American Indians admire a head 
so extremely flattened as to appear to 
us idiotic. The natives of the north- 
west coast compress the head into a 
pointed cone, while the inhabitants of 
Arakhan, admire a broad, smooth fore- 
head, and in order to produce it they 
fasten a plate of lead on the heads 
of the new born children. 
Tn some countries the feminine head- 
gear is carried to singular extravag- 
ance. The Chinese lady carries on her 
head the figure of a bird, which 18 
composed of copper or gold, according 
to the quality of the owner. The My- 
antse women carry on their heads a 
thin board, about a foot long and six 
inches broad. With this they cover their 
hair and seal it with wax. 
With the Tahitans to be called “long 
nose " is considered an insult and they 
compress the noses and foreheads of 
their children for the sake of beauty. 
The same custom is prevalent among 
the Malays and the natives of Brazil, | 
tn some parts of the world the nose 
is pierced, rings, sticks, feathers and 
other ornaments, being inserted in the 
holes. > 
The ancient Egyptians and Assyrians 
used paint to make their eyebrows seem | 
wider ; the Arabians of the present day 
go a step further in the use of paint. 
They endeavor to produce the impression 
that their eyebrows grow down to the 
middle of the nose and meet there. 
Persian women paint a black line 
nround their eyes and ornament their 
fac®s with a variety of figures. The 
Indians of Paraguay eradicate their 
eyebrows and eyelashes, saying that 
they do not wish to look like horses. 
In China and neighbouring countries 
the finger nails are allowed to grow 
to a monstrous length as a symbol of 
nobility, ladies wearing silver cases to 
protect them. In some parts of Afriga 
yellow or purple nails are considered | 
fashionable, while the Turkish women | 
tinge their nails with a blue color.

MAKING PIG PORK. 


There is no doubt that there is better 
profit from pigs pushed from the start 
and marketed at six to seven months 
old than if kept to a greater age. If 
asked to give reasons for this, says 
Waldo Brown, I should say: First, that 
no man can do this without giving his 
pigs such care as will keep them thrifty 
and growing all the time, and so the 
very fact that he attempts it calls for 
care and skill, which goes far toward 
securing success. Second, it costs less 
to make 200 pounds weight in seven 
months on an animal than to feed it 
two or three months longer for the 
same result. ‘Third, the risk of loss 
from disease is reduced, not only be- 
cause the time of feeding is shortened, 
but also because pigs kept thrifty and 
Srowing are less liable to disease than 
those that are not wisely fed. It is pos- 
sible to grow pigs to a weight of a 
pound for each day of their age, that 
is, a pig seven months old will weigh 
210 pounds, but it will never be done 
by a careless feeder. The man who 
starts todo this will need good stock, 
and must give it good care from start 
to finish. The care should begin before 
the pigsare born, for a sow thatis fed 
on cooling and loosening diet will be 
likely to produce healthier pigs and 
suckle better than one that has been 
fed on corn, which is too heating, and 
fattening to keep an animal ig good 
health. It is @ critical time when the 
pigs are born, and many litters are 
ruined by overfeeding the sow, causing 
milk fever and drying up the milk, 
Sometimes causing the loss of the en- 
tire litter, and if not,

her without danger. ‘The next thing 
to be attended to is to teach the pigs 
to eat as early as possible, and to do 
this it is necessary to fix a place for 
the pigs that the sow can not enter, 
and here they should be fed three 
times a day. Begin with a little 
Warm milk, and never give more than 
they will eat clear® for pigs will not 
long keep healthy that have soiled 
feed by them, and they should be eat- 
ing so much that at weaning time they 
will not miss the motuer’s milk at all. 
the feed for the next three months 
should not have much corn in it, and 
the more bran you can get them to eat 
the better, but tomake bran slop pala- 
table so that they will eat enough of it 
you should use about six quarts of 
wheat middlingsand two quarts of oil 
meal toeach bushel of bran, and should 
always salt it about as the cook salts 
the food for the table. If you have 
milk, half the quantity of the mid- 
dlingsand oil meal will answer, “or if 
you can boil and mash finely a peck of 
potatoes for each bushel of bran you 
will have an ideal food. Feed the slop 
as thick as it will run readily in the 
trough and give us much as they will 
eatclean, but never more. Never let 
the slop get sour; aslight fermentation 
willdono harm, but in warm weather 
it will be necessary to empty the slop 
barrel every day tokeep it sweet. Have 
aseparate trough in which to give pure 
water all that they can drink, A mod- 
erate corn feed=an ear or two for each 
pig twice a day—isall that they should 
have until they have reached a weight 
of one hundred pounds each, and then 
gradually increase the corn, giving 
them all that they will eat for two 
monhts before selling ; but keep up the 
bran food to the end, unless you have 
some other bulky feed. Iam more 
ea with sorghum stalks as hog 
eed than any other green feed I have 
ever tried, and later I will give my ex- 
perience with it the past fall and the 
present winter, for I have several tons 
of it stored in the barn now, and am 
feeding it every day to both hogs and 
cattle, and shall nearly the entire win- 
ter. I am decidedly in favor of ‘raising 
two litters a year from the sows, but 
to do this they must have the best of 
care. Never sell a first-class brood 
sow as long as she will produce good 
litters and save them and suckle well. 
I sometimes keep a sow until she is 
five or six years old, and again she will 
fail to produce good litters at three 
or four years old, and when this hap- 
pens we fatten her. I prefer to let 
the spring litters have the run of a 
small lot, but keep the fall pigs shut 
into the house all winter, but see that 
the bed is changed regularly, so as to 
be always dry and free from dust. 
While I do not get quite as great 
weight atagiven age on the fall litter 
as on the spring, frequently the price 
is better and they bring as much or 
more money. It has been objected by 
some that it is too hard on the sows 
torear two litters ayear, but Ido not 
find itsoif they are well taken care of, 
and I can keep them till five or six 
years old without their even getting 
poor or run down. We always feed 
warm slop in winter tothe pigs until 
they are four months old, and if we 
have unmerchantable potatoes it pays 
to boil akettleful of them on the stove 
every morning to warm the sl ‘Pp with, 
4s when mashed hot they not only | 
warm but flavor it. I practice trimming 
the pigs young, and think it is best 
done before Weaning. I never consult

CHILBLAINS ARE FROST BOILS. 


Remedies for Them Not Numerous—Treat 
ment That May Prevent Them. 

When winter brings a crop of chil- 
blains on the feet, and perhaps on the 
hands also, it cannot be called an en- 
joyable season. The susceptibility to 
these pests varies in individuals! Af- 
ter they have once made their appear- 
ance they are likely to come again in 
the same place where they have been 
before.

So covered with chilblains that it is 
difficult for them to practice. 3 
Chilblains are a blood disease. The 


cold acts on some people as a blood poi- 
Son, and these troublesome boils result. 
The remedy is not to be found in out- 
ward applications only, although those 
may give relief; but something must 
be taken to restore the blood to a heal- 
thy condition. Tablets composed of 
one-fourth of a grain of calcium sul- 
phide is recommended by a physician 
as a blood purifier. One of these is 
to be taken three times a day for three 
or four days, when the chilblains first 
start. No medicine can work-a per- 
manent cure, because whenever the 
hands and feet become thoroughly cold 
the diseased condition of the blood will 
return, The remedy should be kept 
at hand and repeated as many times 
during the winter as any signs of the 
chilblains appeat. Sulphur is also 
sometimes given where the chilblains 
are of long standing.’ The same rem- 
edy is also used where there is a con- 
stitutional tendency to corns. 

As an outward application for chil- 
blains various plasters and washes are 
recommended. A cloth smeared with 
vaseline bound on the foot at night 
will take out the inflammation and 
soreness., Both arnica lotion and 
alum water rubbed in several times a 
day are good remedies. ‘These are 
especially useful when chilblains are 
on the hands, where plasters would be 
inconvenient. 

There is little hope of getting rid of 
chilblains after their coming is once 
established as a habit, unless great 
care is taken toavoid their cause. That 
lies in violent changes of tempera- 
ture as much as in exposure to cold. 
The feet and hands should be care- 
fully protected from cold, and if chill- 
ed they should not be held near a hot 
fire. The hands should not be put in- 
to very hot or cold water, and after 
washing it is well to rub both bands 
and feet with a little camphorated oil 
A dry condition of the skin is usually 
found with chilblains, which if count- 
eracted by the oil and camphor will 
often drive away chilblains when just 
starting. 

By taking the proper precautions 
ainst incurring chilblains and using 
remedies promptly when they appear

HOW FISH BREATHE, 


Fish do not breathe air, but the life- 
supporting constituent of air—oxygen 
gus—which is soluble in water to the 
extent of 3 volumes in 100 at ordinary 
temperatures and4in 100 at freezing 
point. 

The water containing the dissolved 
oxygen is made to pass over the gills, 
where it is separated from the blood 
only by a véry thin membrane,through 
which the gas is able to pass. 

Fish in ice-bound rivers have to de- 
pend entirely upon this store of oxy- 
gen for their respiration, and if it be- 
comes exhausted they are suffocated, 
just as we should be if deprived of 
oxygen, 

It Tarely happens however, that any 
considerable area of water is entirely 
covered with ice, especially in the case 
of rivers. Holes and cracks are al- 
most sure to occur here and there by 
which the oxygen of the air can reach 
the water and become dissolved in it.

FORTIFIED MONASTERY,

Where the Monks Showed Contempt for 
British Attacks, 

For a country the ruler of which 
holds such emphatic views on the sub-~ 
ject of universal peace, Russia holds 
the strongest fortified institution in 
the world. It is the monastery of Solo- 
vetsk, and if any military experts de- 
sire points as to the best method of 
protecting vital spots, they can do no 
better than pay a visit to this abode 
of monks and take a few lessons in 
practical defence from the practical 
brethren who live there. 

Granite bowlders from the chief pr 
tection. They are arranged in a formid- 
able circle completely enclosing the 
monastery. At no point in the solid 
wall could the attacks of an enemy 
make an impression.

Houses Aro Bullt So as to Withstand 
Earthquake Shocks. 

Idan Tigner Hodnott writos of ‘The Lit- 
tlo Japanoso at Home" in Sb. Nicholas, 
he author says:

It is not mado fast to the ground, but 
stands upon wooden legs, or columns, 
which are meroly placod upon stones high 
enough to keep the ends out of water, 
Then when an earthquake occurs the build- 
ing moves to and fro and settles down 
again after the vibration has ceased, It is 
bolieved that most of the damage from 
earthquakes in Japanese oltics has occur- 
red with houses haying tiled roofs, as the 
tilos aro casily shakon loose and, being 
heavy, causo destruction in their fall. 
Buildings with roofs of wood or thatch 
genorally escape damage. 

It is thought that the use of tiled roofs 
arose from tho dread of fire. Although 
many roofs are made of stone tiles, the 
majority aro of wood, bamboo or thatch, 
Thatch is much used in the poorer villages, 
but even tomples as well as dwellings 
have been known to be thatched. On the 
ridge of this thatched roof tho iris is fre- 
quently planted, and, when in bloom, {ts 
dark velvety purple blossoms and light 
groen leaves give the house a picturesque 
Appearance. Soen from a distance, the 
village looks as if there woro little gardens 
on the tops of the ‘houses, 

Most dwellings bre but one story high. 
When the roof and framework are made, 
it remains to arrango for tho outside walls 
and tho partitions of tho rooms. Most for- 
eigners regard tho outside walls as huge 
windows, for they are mere light wooden 
latticowork frames covered with a stiff, 
semitransparont paper. These frames slide 
in grooves, so that they can be taken out 
at pleasure, leaving the whole house open 
to tho cool breozes, At night they are coy- 
ered with amado, or wooden shutters, 
which also slide in grooves along the edge 
of the veranda or a projection of tho floor, 
and so shut in the house, In the daytime 
the shutters are pushed back so as to form 
ornamentalside pieces. This kind of wall 
and window in one {s another of the needs 
of building in an earthquake land, where 
tho use of glass would bo dangerous and 
costly. \ 

‘ho rooms aro mado by meansof sliding 
partitions of woven bamboo, or else of pa- 
per covered latticework similar to the out- 
side walls, fitted into grooves in tho ceil- 
ing. he ceiling and all tho frames for 
outside and inside walls are of unpainted 
wood, and all parts of tho house are gen- 
erally kept perfectly clean. 


The Oasis of El Kantara. 


With all the wild, fitful and forbidding 
nature that belongs to the Sahara, it has 
also its clements of peace and good will.

How different, then, is this first view 
of tho Sahara from that which the mind 
had pictured! It was lato in tho afternoon 
of an early September day, with tho ther- 
mometer steadily rising from perhaps 92 
degroes to 98 degrees, that wo approached 
this Jand of true Africa, ‘The baro and 
rugged rocks roll off from cithor side of 
us, to mingle with the almost endless wil- 
dorness of bowlders which cover the moun- 
tatn foot, far off to tho limits of vision, 
Wo pass caravans and parts of caravans, 
the swarthy childron of the south contem- 
plating our passage with at least tho inter- 
est with which we drink in their pictur- 
esquo garbs, tho complacently meditating 
camols, the trains of yelping Arab curs 
and children galore. How different the 
two modes of trayol, and what feelings 
must the contrast inspire within . the 
minds of those poor tollors of tho desort 
sands!— Popular Scionce Monthly,

CHARGED WITH DOUBLE MURDER. 


Quebec Villlagers Sturtied by the Arrest 
of One of the Most Prominent Citizens 
of the Pluce—Many Other Alleged 
Crimes, 


A despatch from Montreal says:— 
The village of Upton, fifteen miles from 
St. Hyacinthe, has been thrown into 
great excitement, by the arrest of 
Joseph L'Heureux, on a charge 
of having attempted to murder his 
step-son, Joseph Evangeliste Rocque, 
by setting fire to the boy's bed. While 
L'Heureux is held only on this 
charge, there are at least five oth- 
er crimes which it is alleged will in 
all probability be traced home to him, 
two of them being the most serious of 
all offences against’ humanity, mur- 
der. There is every reason to believe, 
it is said, that he murdered his first 
two wives. Detective Haynes, man- 
ager of the Canadian Secret Service in 
this city, has worked unceasingly for 
many months in collecting evidence 
which would warrant L’Heureux’s ar- 
rest. The man had not the slightest 
warning as to his coming arrest, and 
was as surprised as it is possible for a 
man to be. When told that a war- 
rant was issued for his arrest, he asked 
the charge, and upon being told’ said 
he supposed there was nothing to do 
but go along. ‘The most important 
Witnesses against him will be the boy 
and his wife. 
LONG LIST OF ALLEGED CRIMES. 

Joseph L'Heureux is a remarkable 
man in many ways, particularly in that 
he has for so' many years successfully 
covered up the traces of what are now 
alleged to be the most serious crimes 
in the calendar. Among the crimes he 
is-alleged to have committed are: 

That he poisoned or was in some 
other manner responsible for the death 
of his first wife, who died at Bidde- 
ford, Maine, about twelve years ago 
under very suspicious circumstances. 

That in December, 1894, he poisoned 
or was in some other manner respon- 
sible for the death of his second wife 
at Upton village, in the district of St. 
Hyacinthe. Frat 
' That in 1894 he burned his house and 
a mill to the ground with the object 
of collecting the insurance money. 

That in March, 1898, he set fire to 
the bed of his step-son, who awoke be- 
fore the flames did much damage. 

That in October, of the same year, he 
Set fire to his dwelling on the lower 
floor, and placing a rug saturated with 
turpentine under his step-son's bed,’ 
again attempted the boy’s life, and 
tried to burn his dwelling,

given. 

The German educational methods and 
institutions are held up as models, and 
rightly so, to the other commercial na- 
ions of the world.

Co-Operation in Dairying. 


Co-operation is the real foundation- 
stone of Canadian dairying. Though 
our dairymen realize this in a general 
way, we question whether all of them 
have such a grasp of the system as will 
impel them to perform faithfully their 
share in making this huge co-operation 


a success. he maker and the manufac- 
turer or company, with a few exceptions 
perhaps, fully realize the true signifi- 
cance of what co-operation in dairying 
means; but, from our own experience 
in practical dairy work a few years ago, 
and from our observation since then, 


We question whether one-half of the pa- 
trons of our cheese factories and cream- 
evies do so, ‘oo many patrons, though 
they recognize the co-operative princi~ 
ple in dairying, seem to feel that the re- 
sponsibilities connected with it do not 
apply to them. For this reason progress 
in dairying, after it reaches a certain 
stage, is slow. 

Co-operation is defined as the act of 
working or operating together to one 
end. This being so, it is the duty of ev- 
ery one connected with » co-operative 
cheese factory or creamery to do his ut- 
most to make 


the concern & success, 
The patron who supplies the milk; the 
maker who makes it into cheese or but- 
ter, and the manufacturer, though not 
to so great a degree, aré the factors con- 
cerned in operating a cheese factory or 
creamery, and upon the manner in 
which each one performs his part will 
the success of the industry depend. As 
we have pointed out on other occasions, 
while it is comparatively easy to reach 
the maker, it is very difficult to reach 
the man who supplies the milk, and to 
get him to feel his responsibility in the 
matter, 

From the cheese and butter-makers’ 
standpoint, there should be little diffi- 
culty in raising the quality of our dair 
products to the highest standard poss 
ble. What with our dairy schools, our 
dairy instructors and inspectors,and the 
fund of dairy information distributed by 
both departments of agriculture, Canad- 
ian makers have every facility provided 
for perfecting themselves in the latest 
and most improved methods of cheese 
and butter making. And we say it ad

Outside of the 
dairy conventions, the dairy bulletins, 
and an occasional dairy meeting no sys- 
tematic method is being; adopted towards 
inducing the patron to perform the dut- 
ies which devolve upon him in the best 
possible way. No doubt the makers can 
do, and many of them are doing, effect- 
ive work in this direction, but they are 
hampered to a large extent. The mak- 
er’s position does not always give him 
that independence necessary to one who 
is called upon to instruct another, 
Where the maker is engaged to make by 
the cwt,, itis to his interest to get all 
the milk he can, and if he should send 
home a can of milk because of its being 
tainted or sour he would offend the pa- 
tron, who would withdraw his support. 
The problem, then, of educating the pa- 
tron in the best methods of handling 
and caring for the milk supplied to a 
cheese factory or creamery is a very 
difficult one to solve. Perhaps the sys= 
tem inaugurated in Western Ontario re- 
cently, where a few factories are placed 
under the control of a competent man- 
ager, who devotes his whole time to the 
work, may be a means of solving the 
difficulty. We are of the opinion, how- 
ever, that the education of the patron in 
the best methods of caring for milk for 
cheese and butter making is the most 
important work which our dairymen 
have before them to-day. It seems to be 
the one branch in our co-operative dairy 
system which just now needs attention 
more than any other. 

Some serious charges were made last 
season as to the quality of the cheese 
made in certain sections. We heard 
more than one in the trade make the 
Statement that no improvement what- 
ever was being made in the quality of 
Canadian cheese, and that in many in- 
stances the quality was not as good as 
it was a few years ago. Whether the 
patron ox the maker is the more to blame 
for this unsatisfactory condition of 
things is not known, It may be that 
both are to blame, and have been negli- 
gent in regard to the duties they have 
to perform in making our co-operative 
Farming.

IMPROVISED BULL RINGS. 


Dangerous Makeshifts to Spanish Villages 
to Evade the Law. 


Notwithstanding the effects of the 
Madrid authorities to regulate bull- 
fighting, ‘fearing that excesses in the 
national pastime, might bring on a re- 
action,” the common people of Spain 
have succeeded so far in dodging ey- 
ery law yet made to restrict their fay- 
orite sport. The result has been any 
number of accidents—due to poor bar- 
ricading and inexperienced toreadors. 
In and about Madrid the government 
has some control over the sport, but 
in the more distant villages the au- 
thorities are openly defied. 

There has been a law in force for 
some time that no village should be 
allowed to give bull fights unless it 
could boast of a suitably equipped 
‘Plaza del Toro.” 

In the smaller villages, however, the 
inhabitants dodge the law by block- 
ing up the streets with barricades, thus 
forming an improvised “ plaza,” that 
can hardly be recommended for the 
safety afforded the spectators. 

The scene is unique. The entire vil- 
lage lolls about on the barriers, happy 
in its defiance of the law, and applauds 
the alealde, generally a venerable man 
who gives the signal for encounter af- 
ter encounter. 

Notwithstanding the fact that only 
* novillos ’—young bulls of medium fer- 
ocity—are used in these improvised 
rings, accidents are frequent. 

At Vicalvaro, a small village near 
Madrid, and a uotorious offender, the 
young bulls broke away recently, and 
leaping the barriers, wounded twenty- 
eight persons. In another country this 
would have been called a catastrophe. 

It was merely un accident, accord- 
ing to the alealde, who cried out with 
some satisfaction, ‘’ Happily the great- 
er number of the wounded hail from 
neighbouring districts, our own ypeo- 
ple are safe.”

They are to be 
had at very low prices in these days, 
and will soon repay one for the out- 
lay. When boots and shoes are not in 
“use, they should be carefully fitted on 
their respective boot-trees. 

When boots are to be cleaned, all 
rough dirt should be brushed off with 
the dirt-brush, after the worst of it 
has been removed by means of a piece 
of soft wood, and not an old knife, 
as sometimes recommended, for this will 
scratch and cut the leather. A black- 
ing mixture is then upplied, and this 
is followed by the use of the polishing- 
brush, which must be used lightly and 
rapidly, so as to avoid the premature 
drying of the blacking, If the boot be 
placed on the tree, a very high polish 
can thus be obtained, and is far pre- 
ferable to many of the cheap glosses 
to be purchased for application with 
af sponge, as these, unless of undeni- 
able quality, will cause the leather to 
dry and crack A very good blacking 
may be made by mixing four ounces of 
ivory-black, three ounces of coarse su- 
gar, a (ablespoonful of sweet oil, and 
a pint of small beer. Another equally 
| good one is made by mixing two tea- 
spoonfuls of spermaceti oil, half a pint 
of vinegar, three ounces of molasses, 
and four ounces of finely-powdered 
ivory-blauck, adding the vinegar last. 
A food waterproof mixture is com- 
posed of one ounce of beeswax, one 
ounce of turpentine, a quarter of+an 
ounce of Burgundy pitch, melted oyer 
a slow fire, with half a pint of oil. Be 
cautious with the turpentine, 

Patent leather requires only a little 
milk ond a sponge to remove the dirt. 
When not in use it should be kept in 
4 warm temperature, cold causing the 
leather to crack. A little cotton-wool 
stuffed in the tips of patent Jeather 
shoes will keep them from bending and 
cracking. No leather should be exposed 
to the extreme heat of a fire, as it is 
thereby deprived of its vitality, Creak- 
ing boots may be cured by boring a 
small hole in the sole, to admit air, or 
taking them to a shoemnker and get- 
ting him to insert a little French chalk 
between the soles. If castor oil be well 
rubbed into the leather about once a 
month, the wear of boots and shoes 
will be greatly prolonged, and they will 
polish perfectly’ well with ordinary 
blacking after using the oil. An ob- 
Stinate tightness in boot or shoe can 
usually be remedied by applications of 
cloths dipped in hot water, either while 
the shoe is on the foot or on the Inst 
When boots have become thoroughly 
soaked with water, fill them with avy, 
warm bran, ind Ince or button thom 
up tightly. Suspend them in a warn 
place, not too near the fire, The bran

But 
routine required that they should be ‘‘in- 
spected’’ by a board before being issued, 
and the board, moving with heavy footed 
slowness, had not completed its work 
when night fell. The stores were, there- 
fore, with official phlegm, locked up and 
their use denied to the sick. Between tho 
needs of hundreds of sick mon and tho 
comforts they required was the locked 
door, tho symbol of red tape. Florence 
Nightingale called a couple of orderlics, 
walked to the door and quietly ordered 
them to burst it open and the stores to be 
distributed !—Cornhill Magazine.

POKER PLAYING WARRIORS. 


A Veteran of the Civil War Relates 
Some Experiences, 

Talking with a party of friends tho oth- 
or ovoning, the conversation drifted around 
to poker and poker players, and ex-Polico 
Captain Rolilly surprised his auditors by 
tho many stories he told about his experi- 
ences when in the army, 

“The main pastime in the army,” he 
said, ‘‘was poker playing, and so long as 
the money lasted so long was the game 
continued. I have seon an army paid off 
and immodiately thereafter form groups 
of six and seyon and start playing poker. 
Tho men were only drawing $12 a month, 
but thoy had no expenses and were per- 
fectly satisfled after providing themselves 
with tobacco to devote the balance to woo- 
ing tho fickle goddess, 

“These mon would play, every few min- 
utes one or two ‘going broke’ and stepping 
down and out until finally only one or 
two men in cach group would have any 
money, Thon they would moyo oyer to 
somo other gamo where the circle was in- 
complete and would join in, and finally 
tho entire pay of the regiment would be 
in tho hands of five or six successful play- 
ers, Who would bo betting thousands on a 
hand. In the end two or threo men would 
haye the entire amount paid to the regi- 
mont, and they would hold the money un- 
til they neared some city whero, with leave 
for a fow hours, they would venture away 
from camp and in nine cases out of ten 
leave the money in the city against faro, 
roulette or keno, 

“T left the regiment once on a furlough 
to como north and carried a great portion 
of the monthly pay roll ina belt under my 
uniform, but I was lucky. Our greatest 
difficulty was to secure playing cards, and 
IThayo sat and played for hours, half of 
the deck being torn or marked, but it was 
as fair for ono as for the other, and as thoy 
wore the only ones we could get nobody 
objected. It was strange, however, to sit 
next tothe dealer and want a diamond 
to fill a flush and see the marked jack of 
spades on the top of the deck. Those were 
great days for poker playing, and I have 
neyer seon anything since tocompare with 
it, although I haye played jn some pretty 
sti games myself.’”

The Grent Tragedy tn Wits Neighborhood

The island on which Dreyfus is im- 
Prisoned, within sight of the South 
American coast and twenty-seven miles 
from Cayenne, French Guiana, is 
known as Deyil’s Island, Ile du Diable, 
while the three islands in the little 
group are known together as Salya- 
tion Islands, Ile du Salut.

This is how it happened that the 
three islands came to be known as 
Salvation Islands and the name has 
clung to them ever since. As a group 
they are known by no other name. The 
immigrants gathered up what was left 
of the supply of provisions, and 38,300 
men, women and children, all that were 
left of the 18,000 who had landed on 
the neighboring coast, crowded upon 
the narrow, rocky area which could 
comfortably hold only about 400 per- 
sons. They landed on the islands with- 
out shelter or clothing, and being ex- 
posed to bad weather and having only 
the scantiest supply of food their suf- 
fering wab great and most of them 
died on the rocks which they had hoped 
would help to save their lives. A few 
hundred of them at last succeeded in 
getting back to the French port from 
which they had sailed. 

The Salvation Islands were not occu- 
pied again until 1852, when the trans- 
port of convicts to Guiana began. Saint 
Joseph and the Ile Royal now form the 
convict station proper. On UEnglish 
maps the three islands are called the 
Salut Islands, and the name Ile du Di- 
able, originally extended over the 
group, now applies only to the island 
on which Dreyfus is o prisoner, and 
which is ocoupied only by him and his 
guards, 

Yhe islands are of about the same 
area. They form the apexes of a tri- 
angle, and between them are deep 
channels where large vessels may ride 
at anchor or lis moored to the shore, 
They have little wood or water, but 
rain in stored in cisterns. The shores 
are rocky, and here and there jut out 
into promontories and cliffs.¢ From 
Devil's Island Dreyfus may plainly see 
the other two islands and the mainland, 
only seven miles away.

Mr. Archibald Little, a gentleman 
who has spent the better part of his 
lifetime in China during which he has 
been largely instrumental in develop- 
ing the navigation of the upper reaches 
Sof the Yang-tse-Kiang recently has 
been giving his views and experiences 
x of China, more particularly with re- 
B lation to the Yang-tse Valley. He 
was for some time established at Ichang 
but bas moved up to Chung-King, an 
important trade centre in Sze-Chuen, 
at the junction of the discharge of 
several rivers into the Yang-tse. Ho 
describes the basin of the Yang-tse as 
comprising an area of about 700,000 
square miles, and as being the richest 
ub-tropicat region in the world, and 
nhabited by a thrifty, hard-working 
; “population. The whole region, except 
that part contained in the great pla- 
 teau of Tibet, is cultivated like a gar- 
=x den, the mountains of Sze-Chuen being 
terraced to their summits. The soil is 
highly fertilized and yields a ceaseless 
rotation of crops that go to sustain a 
thickly settled population. The mineral 
resources of the country are great but 
_ quite undeveloped. Mr, Little, however, 
expects, and apparently with reason, 
fe a great industrial future for that part 
_ of China when mining and steam nay- 
_ tigation are taken in hand by foreign 
capital. 
: Regarding the mountainous country

of the main tributaries of the Yang- 
_ tse that flow from the north, 

_SOME INTERESTING DETAILS 
are given in a report by a British con- 
 sular official. Mr. G. J. Litton, who 
has made a journey into that region 
this year.

If only the hinterlands of the harbors 
and fortified naval stations now held 
by European powers remain open as 
before. Mr. Little sees no reason why 
diplomacy should not bring about com- 
mon action to achieve a result that 
would be for the benefit of the people 
of China and advantageous to the com- 
merce of the whole world,

AN ELECTRIC OMNIBUS, 


An electric omnibus has lately been 
put in service experimentally in Ber- 
lin. It has accommodations for 26 
passengers, measures 23 feet in length 
by 61-2 feet in width, while its weight, 
including the battery, is 6.65 metrical 
tons.

THE QUEEN'S SERVANTS. 


Queen Victoria brought up her child- 
ren to treat servants with considera- 
tion and fairness. A strict mistress, 
she is also just and considerate. 

The Princess Royal, now the Dowag- 
er Empress of Germany, was, as a 
child, overbearing in her manner to 
servants, and the queen frequently 
punished her for speaking rudely to 
those who waited on her. 

On one occasion the Duke of York, 
then a lad, was severely reprimanded 
by the queen before a number of peo- 
ple for an inconsiderate remark made 
to a servant. 

“The result of her wise training, 
writes a member of the royal house- 
hold, “is that the royal family make 
the best masters and get the best ser- 
vants in the world, Until the day 
of her death, the Prince of Wales 
visited his old nurse, while the young 
Duchess of York never omits, when she 
is at White Lodge, to ses those humble 
folk who were kind to her in child- 
hood. Many of the most loving and 
thankful words ever added by Her 
Majesty’s own hand to the ‘Court Cir- 
cular’ have been tributes of esteem and 
gratitude to some good seryant who 
has ‘gone before.'”’ 

A strange institution, but one that 
works admirably, was organized by the 
queen and Prince Albert early in their 
married life at Windsor Castle. It is 
known as the Committee of the Queen's 
Household, and is composed of the 
higher officers who serve in the royal 
establishment. All domestic differ- 
ences and back-stair bickerings are 
laid before this little court. Its mem- 
bers go to the root of every quarrel 
and complaint, and give judgment up- 
on them. Very serious cases are laid, 
with the judgment of the committee, 
before the queen herself, .
